WASHINGTON, July 28—A possibility that President Roosevelt’s 
wartime powers may be tested by the United States Supreme Court 
arose u>day as the nation’s highest tribunal interruped Its summer 
recess to determine whether any of the alleged Nazi saboteurs on 
trial before a secret military commission are entitled to the processes 
prescribed by the bill of rights.

Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone an 
nounced througlt the court clerk 
that a fe c ia l term will be held 
Wednesday so that counsel for 
"certain of” the prisoners may ap- 
j^y for habeas corpus writs. 
If the court should decide to en- 
tirtain the petitions, and then grant 
them, the case may be transferred 
to a federal district court. 
In appointing a military commis­ 
sion to try the eight suspects se­ 
cretly “for offenses against the law 
of war and the articles of war,” 
President Roosevelt issued a pro­ 
clamation deny ing any appeal to 
civil courts by persons who have 
entered the country since the war 
for the purpose of committing hos­ 
tile Acts against the government. 
Informed persons' said petitions 


will be presented on behalf of 
seven 
of the eight defendants, 
whose testimony was completed be­ 
fore the military tribunal y esterday 
after a 16-day bearing. It was con­ 
jectured unofficially that the eighth 
defendant is George John Dasch, 
who has been represented by sep­ 
arate counsel. 
The men are accused of coming 
ashore from Nazi submarines to 
blow, up American war installa­ 
tions. 
Presumably the high court, which 
is coBvening from vacation re­ 
treats in various parts of the coun­ 
try , must decide first whether it 
has any right even to receive the 
petitions before it can pass on to 
the question of jurisdiction.

Nazis Seem Read y To Dig In 


And Try To Hold Lines

CAIRO, July 28—Harassed by 
new British land and aerial coun­ 
ter-thrusts, 
Field 
Marshal 
Rom­ 
mel’s African army appeared today , 
after the latest flareup of fighting, 
to be digging in for an attempt to 
hold its forward positions 75 to 
80 miles from Alexandria rather 
than try to drive on toward the 
Nile delta and Sues. 
Fighting went on through last 
night in the newest British blow 
at the northern flank of the front 
where the battle has see-sawed for 
four weeks since Gen. Sir Claude 
Auchinleck’s troops brought Rom­ 
mel’s long push to a standstill. 
There is no Indication that any 
large, permanent wedge has been 
driven in the Axis line. 
Both sides are racing to get more 
men 
and 
material. 
Rommel 
is 
handicapped in this by the difficul­ 
ties in drawing strength from the 
continent 
and

United States aerial blows at his 
lines of reinforcement. Auchlnleck 
is handicapped by the enormous

Axis aircraft joined the battle 
and British fighltta engaged a for­ 
mation of German dive-bombers— 
escorted by fighter aircraft. Three 
of the German planes were shot 
down, the communique said.

Many fires were started in Birm­ 
ingham and casualtiea were re­

greatest damage was sustained by 
l^omes and shops and a large hos- 
idtal was emptied when a delay ed 
action bomb fell nearby . 
In an adjacent locality the post- 
office was demolishsd and residen­ 
tial areas h it Rescue squads work­ 
ed until past dawn bringing out 
those trapped in the debria. 
A number of fire bombs fell in 
fields near London but no damage 
was reported. A time bomb fell in 
a park. 
Other German craft were over 
north England, coastal areas of 
southwest England and in East Ang­ 
lia. First reports said they also 
were over Northern Ireland but 
later dispatches from there said 
the night was raid-free. 
The R.A.F. bombers, which Sun­ 
day night pummelled the German 
port of Hamburg iq a 600-plane as­ 
sault, stay ed home last night.

Talks And Documents Clearly Reveal That Axis 
Intends To Enslave World lf Allies Are Defeated

NBW YORK, July 28—Ae the great battle for the Caucasus swells 
to thp peak of the crisis upon which the outcome of the war may 
depend, and Allied fortunes swing precariously in the balance, provi 
dence has spurred us to renewed efforts by making farther disclosures 
of the extent of the Nail and Japanese designs upon the freedom of 
the world. 
In one Instance we have the Ger­ 
man government broadcasting that 
Japanese Prime Minister Tojo de­ 
clared in a public speech "Japan Is 
determined to destroy the United 
States and Great Britain.” When 
Tojo talks of destroying the two 
great western powers he of course 
refers to destruction of their sov­ 
ereignty. 
A better picture of what this 
means cornea from the current dis­ 
closures by American newspaper­ 
men repatriated from Japan. The 
treatment they reveal, coupled with 
previous authenticated reports of 
atrocities against prisoners, and 


the literal enslavement of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of conquered 
Chinese, do not leave much room 
for doubt as to what our fate would 
be if Japan wins this war.

tured German prisoners in Libya.

Manhattan Gets Only A Few Crumbs 


After Defense Centers Seize All Of 


The Rich War Boom Gravy

T 
h i s w ar has by-passed New Yo rk city in a curl* 
o u* manner, said particularly the Island o f Man­ 
hattan. The big to wn seems to be the fo rgo tten 
to wn in the natio n’s surge o f war activity. 
It is the o nly city o f any size in the United 
States where there is any co nsiderable number o f 
nnwnplo yed. It Is estim ated that upward o f 400,- 
000 perso ni are seeking wo rk In New Yo rk. In the 
o ther large cities o f the land It is beco ming increas­ 
ingly difficult to find men and wo men fo r the jo bs 
at hand. 
There are said to be 700.000 apartm ents available 
fo r rental In New Yo rk, while o ther cities co mplain 
o f ho using sho r^ges. Only in New Yo rk i* busi* 
ness, o utside o f a limited number o f lines, repo rted 
po o r. Almo st everywhere else, businessmen say they 
canno t kick. There are mo re empty sto re ro o ms in 
New Yo rk, pro po rtio nately to the po pulatio n, than 
In any big city. 
It Is no t hard to And the answer. New Yo rk ha» 
no great defense plants hard by, no vast so ldier 
camps. It Is no t the seat o f any o f the mo re elabo ­ 
rate w ar pro ductio n effo rts, no r o f the war diree: 
tio n. It It a stepchild amo ng the cities in an era 
o f the greatest gOTemment spending in all histo ry. 


I 
TS no rmal peacetime industries have suffered fro m 
w ar restrictio ns, and it has received little in the 
way o f war industries to make up fo r the lo ss. At the 
same time it has tighter war regulatio ns than any 
o ther city, an example being the dim-o ut which has 
kno cked many a small business o perato r into the 
creek. No blame attaches to anyo ne fo r these happen­ 
ing« —It is Just a bad break fo r the big to wn. It Is the 
fm'tune, o r rather misfo rtune, o f war. 
In the First Wo rld war, and in all o ur o ther w ars 
fo r th at m atter, New Yo rk was pretty much the 
center o f the natio n’s activity, save fo r the m aster­ 
minding in W ashingto n. It was always a bo o m to wn 
in tho se trying perio ds. No w abo ut the o nly co n­ 
spicuo us bo o ming is amo ng the night clubs, bars 
and the mo vie ho uses. There are big cro wds o n 
Bro adway at night, but they are no t the cro wds o f 
wo rkers that yo u see In the defense centers, where 
many establishments, including mo vie theaters, re­ 
main o pen all night to take care o f the “graveyard" 
shifts. 


A LONG the west co ast, in the middlewest and the 
* a no rth, the dtle i blaze with light all night, and 
the cash regleters zing their cheerful melo dy while 
New Yo rk rem ains shro uded in necessary glo o m and 
mo ney co ntinue* mo re o r less a rumo r. Yo u see 
fewer so ldier* and Bailo rs o n Bro adway than o n Vino 
St. In Ho llywo o d o r Market st. in San Francisco . The 
very tempo o f the big to wn seems to have slo wed 
do wn. 
It Is an o dd situatio n, as yo u can see. There wo uld 
appear to be no remedy, unless so me arrangem ent 
co uld be made to transfer so me o f the war activity 
to New Yo rk, and I do no t see ho w that is po ssible. 
Certain departm ental wo rk might be shifted fro m 
o vercro wded W ashingto n to New Yo rk to go o d ad­ 
vantage all the way aro und. Put that Is unlikely to 
happen and anyTVay It scarcely wo uld take care o f 
the unemplo yment pro blem In New Yo rk. The best 
way to handle that wo uld be to ship everybo dy o ut 
o f a Jo b to the west where an able-bo died man willing 
to wo rk runs the risk o f abductio n.

Having had experience with a withholding tax 
under th* social security program, they are con­ 
vinced that the easiest way is to subtract paymeuta 
Bor income taxes at the source of income. 
They also are convinced that as long as income 
taxation from now on la certain to affect them It 
Would be easier to catch up on payments due now 
than it would be to walt until the taxes get higher.

"PHE appeal by Walter J. Damrosch, America’s best-

LAWRENCE, Ka*.—University of 
Kansas scientists believe they 
have found a cheap new way of 
producing 
aluminum, 
cinderella 
metal of the war. 
If large-scale production devel­ 
ops aa successfully as laboratory 
tests on the campus, Dr. R. C. 
Moore, director of the Kansas geo­ 
logical survey, predicts the door 
will be opened to many new proces­ 
sors who have been unable to 
compete with the established meth­ 
od of getting the precious metal 
from bauxite. 
The new process uses clay from 
Kansas deposits containing quan­ 
tities so large they never have 
been 
measured 
but 
which 
Dr. 
Moore estimates at tens of millions 
of tons. 
In that respect, the raw material 
contrasts 
sharply 
with 
bauxite. 
The amount of high grade bauxite 
ore in the United States has been 
estimated as sufficient for only a 
few years of production and about 
50 percent of the nation’^ needs 
are imported. 
It's 
scarcity 
Is the 
reason 
scientists 
have been developing 
feasible 
methods 
for extracting 
aluminum from the many clays 
which contain it in smaller quan­ 
tities. 
Dr. Moore credits the research of 
E. D. Kinney for developing the 
new process of getting aluminum 
from clay. He is a mining and met­ 
allurgical engineer at the’ Univer­ 
sity of Kansas and metallurgist for 
the Kansas geological survey. Col­ 
laborating with him are Norman 
Plummer and John Romary, cera-1 
mists of 
the survey, and Ray 
Thompson, chemist.

THIS war has by-passed New York city in a curi­ 
ous manner, and particularly the Island of Man­ 
hattan. The big town seems to be the forgotten 
town In the nation’s surge of war activity.

Almost everywhere else, businessmen say they 
cannot kick. There are more empty store rooms in 
New York, proportionately to the population, than 
In any big city. 
It Is not hard to find the answer. New York has' 
no great defense plants hard by, no vast soldier 
camps. It Is not the seat of any of the more elabo­ 
rate war production efforts, nor of the war dire©* 
tlon. It Is a stepchild among the cities in an era 
of the greatest government spending In alf history. 
ITS normal peacetime Industries have suffered from 
war restrictions, and it has received little in the 
way of war Industries to make up for the loss. At the 
same time It has tighter war regulations than any 
other city, an example being the dim-out which has 
knocked many a small business operator Into the 
creek. No blame attaches to anyone for these happen­ 
ing*—It is Just a bad break for the big town. It Is the 
fortune, or rather misfortune, of war. 
In the First World war, and In all our other wars 
for tbat matter, New York was pretty much the 
center of the nation’s activity, eave for the master­ 
minding in Washington. It was always a boom town 
In those trying periods. Now about the only con­ 
spicuous booming Is among the night clubs, bars 
and the movie houses. There are big crowds on 
Broadway at night, but they are not the crowds of 
workers that you see to the defense centers, where 
many establishments. Including movie theaters, re­ 
main open all night to take care of the “graveyard” 
shifts. 


A LONG the west coast, In the middlewest and the 
north, the cities blaze with light all night, and 
the cash registers sing their cheerful melody while 
New York remains shrouded in necessary gloom and 
money continues more or less a rumor. You see 
fewer soldiers and sailors on Broadway than on Vine 
st. in Hollywood or Market st. in San Francisco. The 
very tempo of the big town seems to have slowed 
down. 
It is an odd situation, as you can see. There would 
appear to be no remedy, unless some arrangement 
could be made to transfer some of the war activity 
to New York, and I do not see how that Is possible. 
Certain departmental work might be shifted from 
overcrowded Washington to New York to good ad­ 
vantage all the way around. But that Is unlikely to 
happen and anyway it scarcely would take care of 
the unemployment problem In New York. The beet 
way to handle that would be to ship everybody out 
of a Job to the west where an able-bodied man willing 
to work runs the risk of abduction.

time with the new electron-mlcrosrope. 
Antibodies are objects of molecule size. After

The antibodies 
are so small that even the electron microscope 
does not define them clearly. 
But the large virus molecule changes visibly un­ 
der their action. It swells to three times its normal 
diameter. In that condition, the virus is unable 
to cause the mosaic disease. 
Whether the antibodies pa*s to the inside of the 
large disease molecules, or merely fasten them­ 
selves to the outside, like a swarm of tugboats 
around an ocean liner, is not vet clear. 
The pictures, with the raiMecules magnified up 
to 100.000 times, were shown to the American Asso­ 
ciation of Pathologists and Bacteriologists by Doc­

must be set up in all war plants 
employing more than IOO persons, 
according to a new requirement 
issued by the tire rationing division 
of the Office Of Price Administra­ 
tion, Mr. Bloomgren said. 
The plant advisory committee 
first will receive the worker’s ap­ 
plication for the “seconds’* and will 
consider the application from com­ 
pany standpoints ae to the worker’s 
eligibility, thus enabling a closer 
check on whether the tires are 
really necessary, it was explained. 
* Beard Considers Recommendation 
If the advisory committee feels 
that the worker really deserves 
new tires, it will file a formal rec 
ommendation with the rationing 
board and the application will be 
considered by the board and, if ap­ 
proved, tires granted. 
Several war workers whose tires 
arg in such condition as to make re­ 
treading Impossible, recently have 
made application to the ration 
board for “seconds**, but the board 
san take no action until it hears 
from plant committees, Mr. Bloom' 
gren explained. 
He further stated that "to my 
knowledge none of the district 
plants working on war orders, as 
yet, has set up its committees, eo 
the rationing board Is powerless to 
got on the case of granting ’seconds’ 
to the war workers’*. 
Only a few persons, such as doc­ 
tors, ministers and persons en­ 
gaged in similar tasks are eligible 
for fir 
first class new tires, Mr. Bloom­ 
gren explained, but if the war work­ 
er can obtain a recommendation 
from his own plant committee, he 
may receive “seconds’* in cases 
where a re-capping permit would 
be of no use. 
Must Prove Five Points 
The essential requirements which 
must be met before the committee 
can give a recommendation to the 
rationing board include proof that 
the worker: 
I.—Has no other practical means 
of transportation except his car; 
J.—Is not a temporary or tran­ 
sient worker; 
3.—That he lives at least two 
miles from his work; 
4.—That he is a member of a 
“share-a-ride” group and 
5.—That use of his car other 
than from home to shop is not ex- 
0 tensive. 
The prospective plant advisory 
committees are to be comprised of 
“persons in a position to obtain 
and verify information on the war

Job 
and

driving 
habits”, which generally means a 
Joint labor-management group, or 
other plant coordinating commit­ 
tee, the OPA bulletin declared.

Canel Zone. 
Goods and supplies of all kinds 
then can be shipped to the Genal 
Zone and to Central American 
cities by land instead of on ships, 
which must run the gauntlet of 
Axis submarines in the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Caribbean.

They are tired, or they have poor 
oigeation, or they aro b ilious, or 
something that never happens, or 
mostly they are worrying ab out 
some part of their b ody. • 
They comprise a large part of 
any group of patients that the 
general practitioner sees, a large 
part of the patients In a clinic. 
And they are prone to go from 
doctor to doctor and they get all 
kind« of advice, much of which is 
c5ontpadictory and mixes them up 
and makes them worse or starts 
them out on a new tangent. 
Cure Is Questioned 
Do any of these patients ever 
get cured? Or 
even 
improved? 
Two New York doctors, I>. Con­ 
stance 
Frlees 
and 
Dr. 
Marjory 
Nelson, started out to find out 
ab out this and interviewed a num­ 
b er of these patients five years 
after they b egan treatm ent In the 
special clinic for them in the New 
York hospital outpatient depart­ 
ment. 
One thing that Is notab le ab out 
these patients is that they are par­ 
ticularly susceptib le to the drama 
of surgery. They really like to 
have surgical operations performed 
on them. It was found that In the 
group of psj^ho-neurotlcs compared 
to a group of control patients ab out 
31 percent of the neurotics had 
had a surgical operation while 
1 1 
percent of the controls had under­ 
gone surgery. Very little of the 
surgery on the neurotics did any 
good; and old complaints returned 
after the aurgical operation and 
often two or three others grew 
where only one had b een b efore. 
Diagnosis Incorrect 
In examining these patients five 
years after treatm ent b egan, it 
was found that In ab out 14 per­ 
cent the original diagnosis was in- 
« correct and that a real organic 
-« Utease was present. Considering 
^ow many doctors b elieve that In 
these patients organic disease is 
iiresent b ut missed b y careless ex­ 
am ination. and considering how 
Universally the patients say. “I 
j'eally am sick. I have something 
Ihe m atter with me b ut you can’t 
Und it, that’s all,” this Is a sur­ 
prisingly low figure. Elghty-slx per­ 
cen t went on for five yeara b ut no­ 
b ody ever found anything really 
the m atter with them. 
Incidentally, to show the ten­ 
dency these patients have to go to 
vioctors, 81 percent went to five 
clinics and 18 percent went to from 
five to 
2 0 clinics. 
No Improv ement 
At the end of five years, 40 per­ 
cent of the patients showed no im­ 
provement; 22 percent were Im­ 
proved; 
4 
percent 
were 
cured 
Some were worse and some had 
b een Incorrectly diagnosed. 
One conclusion that stands out 
frmn this study is that such a pa­ 
tient should have b ut one physi­ 
cian or go to only one clinic. The 
tendency to shop around for medf- 
cal care is not only wasteful, b ut 
Is really detrim ental to the pa­ 
tient’s b est Interests. The one phy- 
slclan selected should go with the 
patient In consultation whenever 
consultation with another doctor 
Is deemed advisab le. These people 
particularly 
need 
to b e 
guided 
from one control.

E all know the nervous per 
Simi, the neurotic, the hypochon 
Arise, the one who is always com 
plaining, yet never really sick 
They are tired, or they have poor 
ingestion, or they aro bilious, or 
something that never happens, or 
mostly they are worrying about 
some part of their body. • 
They comprise a large part of 
any group of patients that the 
general practitioner sees, a large 
part of the patients in a clinic 
And they are prone to go from 
doctor to doctor and they get all 
klnde of advice, much of which is 
contradictory and mixes them up 
gad makes them worse or starts 
(hem out on a new tangent 
Curs Is Qusstlonsd 
Do any of these patients ever 
get cured? Or even improved? 
Two New York doctors, Dr. Con­ 
stance Fries* and Dr. 
Marjory 
Nelson, started out to find out 
about this and interviewed a nam 
ber of these patients five /ears 
after they began treatment in the 
special clinic for them in the New 
York hospital outpatient depart­ 
ment. 
One thing that Is notable about 
these patients is that they are par­ 
ticularly susceptible to the drama 
of surgery. They really like to 
have surgical operations performed 
on them. It was found that in the 
group of psycho-neurotics compared 
to a group of control patients about 
31 percent of the neurotics had 
had a surgical operation while ll 
percent of the controls had under­ 
gone surgery. Very little of the 
surgery on the neurotics did any 
good; And old complaints returned 
After the surgical operation and 
Often two or three others grew 
Where only one had been before. 
Diagnosis Incorrect 
In examining these patients five 
years after treatment began, it 
was found that in about 14 per­ 
cent the original diagnosis was in­ 
correct and that a real organic 
disease was present. Considering 
%ow many doctors believe that In 
lh ess patients organic disease is 
-present but missed by careless ex­ 
amination, and considering how 
liBhrersally the patients say. "I 
really am sick. I have something 
She matter with me but you can’t 
find IL that’s all,” this Is a sur­ 
prisingly low figure. Eighty-six per­ 
cent went on for five years but no­ 
body ever found anything really 
the matter with them. 
r Incidentally, to show the ten­ 
dency these patients have to go to 
doctors, *i percent went to five 
clinics and 18 percent went to from 
jHyo to 20 clinics. 
L 
Ne Improvement 
At the end of five years, 40 per­ 
cent of the patients showed no Im­ 
provement; 22 percent were im­ 
proved; 
4 
percent were cured. 
Some were worse and some had 
been incorrectly diagnosed. 
One conclusion that stands out 
from this study is that such a pa­ 
tient should have but one physi­ 
cian or go to only one clinic. The 
tendency to shop around for medi­ 
cal care is not only wasteful, but 
Is really detrimental to the pa­ 
tient's best Interests. The one phy­ 
sician selected should go with the 
patient In consultation whenever 
consultation with another doctor 
Is deemed advisable. These people 
particularly need to be guided 
from one control.

A few seconds later, however, we 
saw a large twin-motored 'plane 
flying very low. Bursts of anti­ 
aircraft shells were streaking after 
i t The raider dropiped down 200 
feet to skim rooftops and escaped. 
Radio Told Of Raids 
It flew overhead as a squadron 
of slow Japanese biplanes arose 
from a nearby training field look­ 
ing for the AmerlcAns. But by that 
time this particular raider was 
far away. 
■That evening the radio told us 
of raids on Kobe, Osaka and Na- 
goya. 
Our guards were very excited 
and later we heard that plane fac­ 
tories in Nagoya were damaged 
badly. Kawaeaki likewise wa« hard 
hit and 850 workers were reported 
killed there.

Our hiMts first asked, then de­ 
manded, that we write statem ents 
on various aeslgned topics, mine 
being Internm ent conditions In Ja­ 
pan. When I refused a home officer 
struck twice, knocking out a den­ 
tal bridge—which a Japanese den­ 
tist later replaced without charge. 
This undoubtedly was the meth­ 
od used by the Japanese to obtain

They threatened to keep me In 
Japan unless I wrote a statem ent. 
I finally performed. 
Under duress, I told the Japan- 
MS police* that Internm ent condi­ 
tions were "as well as could be 
expected." 
Now, on my way back to the 
United States, I can explain that 
I had no illusions about w hat could 
be expected. 
Long-time roaidents of Japan 
used to tell me: "This would be a 
hellura country to be Interned In.” 
That was true. But In fairness, the 
Japanese difference In living stand­ 
ards and conditions was the main 
factor. 
In many cases the police did 
their best to alleviate the situation 
of our group of 13 Americans in 
Tokyo, We were arrested the day 
war broke out and were Interned, 
but not Imprisoned. 
(On the other hand. Hill spent 
weeks 
in 
solitary 
confinement. 
Other correspondents fared simi­ 
larly and. In addition to physical 
discomfort, underwent severe grlll- 
Ings In which they were struck.) 
The government-provided meals 
were Impossible. Breakfast was tea 
and bread, lunch was fruit and din­ 
ner consisted of fish . or ground 
meat of doubtful origin. Hence we 
kept our auxiliary kitchen running.

I was among 180 imprisoned in 
a squalid w aterfront brothel in the 
poorest of the Chinese slums. 
This dive, which the Japanese 
called a “h o ter, was one of six 
such establishm ents they picked 
out in the Hong Kong slums for 
our preliminary Internment. 
While Tokyo boasted that Japan 
was observing rules of the Geneva 
convention, we were packed like 
anim als—men, women and children 
—Into vermin-ridden cubicles, many 
without daylight, and forced to 
sleep on bare opium couches, floors 
and chairs reeking with filth. 
For the first 30 hours there was 
no food at all. Then there were 
wretched rice rations, supplement­ 
ed by microscopic Issues of vege­ 
tables and meat. Even these scant 
handouts 
were 
pilfered 
by 
ser­ 
vants, necessitating a watchful eye 
on every crumb. 
The drinking water was danger­ 
ous and we were not permitted to 
boil it. There were no lights to he 
had, walking a narrow roof space 
was the only exercise possible. 
After 17 days of this we were 
marched by armed escorts a mile 
and a half -to a steam er bound for 
the Stanley Interm ent camp on the 
opposite side of Hong Kong Island, 
Food was a big problem through­ 
out our Internment, with the Japan­ 
ese-Issued ration — mainly rice — 
bitting a 9 00-calorie low in March. 
Malnutrition caused widespread 
beriberi, debility, loss of weight. A 
dysentery epidemic raged la the 
spring. 
Owing to a wood shortage. 12 
Britons who died of disease during 
the six months th at we were there 
were buried from the same sliding- 
bottomed coffin which became a 
perm anent fixture. 


DAVIES TO GUIDE

Given Broad Power To Run 


. Various U. S. Agencies

However, the board will not ex­ 
ercise sueh posrers over the Red 
Cross, local charitable activities of 
a normal character, or established 
religious bodies. 
Pointe To Confusion 
Davies, in. a report to the Presi­ 
dent, said while the old committee 
had 
succeeded 
in reducing the 
nnmher of foreign relief agencies 
from 700 to 300. war relief solici­ 
tations in the domestic field hfd 
grown by leaps and bounds since 
the United Stales entered the war. 
"As there is a t present no cen­ 
tral registration or other regula­ 
tory authority," Davies reported, 
"these (domestic relief) organiza­ 
tions are subject to no coordinated 
supervision or contiol and even 
their number can only be eetimat- 
ed.

to Hill. 
The police threatened to move 
me into a cell, too. However, I only 
could tell the obvious source of our 
news channels, shrug and reply to 
the threat: “That’s your business.” 
Two weeks before my departure 
I was taken along with other cor­ 
respondents to the Ssnni hotel 
where a luncheon was given us. , 
Our hosts first asked, then de­ 
manded, that we write statements 
on various assigned topics, mine 
being internment conditions in Ja­ 
pan. When I refused a home officer 
struck twice, knocking out a den­ 
tal bridge—which a Japanese den­ 
tist later replaced without charge. 
This undoubtedly was the meth­ 
od used by the Japanese to obtain 
fantastic quotations from 
other 
American prisoners. 
They threatened to keep me In 
Japan unless I wrote a statem ent 
I finally performed. 
Under duress, I told the Japan­ 
ese police*that' internment condi­ 
tions were “as well as could be 
expected." 
Now, on my way back to the 
United States, I can explain that 
I had no Illusions about what could 
be expected. 
Long-time residents of Japan 
used to tell me: "'This would be a 
helluva country to be interned in." 
That was true. But in fairness, the 
Japanese difference in living stand­ 
ards and conditions was the main 
factor. 
In many cu es the police did 
their best to alleviate the situation 
of our group of 13 Americans in 
Tokyo. We were arrested the day 
war broke out and were interned, 
but not imprisoned. 
(On the other hand, HIU spent 
weeks 
in 
solitary 
confinement. 
Other correspondents fared simi­ 
larly and, in addition to physical 
discomfort, underwent severe grill- 
ings in which they were struck.) 
The government-provided meals 
were impossible. Bre&kfut was tea 
and bread, lunch was fruit and din* 


Kong’s most crowded streets by 
Jubilant Japanese as dazed Chinese 
looked on when internment of Al­ 
lied nationals began Jan. 5. 
It was the Japanese way of rub- 
bing in the humiliation of the race 
which had ruled Hong Kong for a 
century.

The white man had lost face. 
Hong Kong had fallen in 18 days. 
Some 3.000 Americans. Britons 
and other Allied civilians were in­ 
terned. 
I was among 180 Imprisoned in 
a squalid waterfront brothel in the 
poorest of the Chinese slums. 
This dive, which the Japanese 
called a "hotel”, was one of six 
such establishments they picked 
out In the Hong Kong slums for 
our preliminary Internment. 
While Tokyo boasted that Japan 
w u observing rules of the Geneva 
convention, we were packed like 
animals—men, women and children 
—into vermin-ridden cubicles, many 
without' daylight, and forced to 
sleep on bare opium couches, floors 
and chairs reeking with filth. 
For the first 3Q hours there w u 
no food at all. Then there were 
wretched rice rations, supplement­ 
ed by microscopic issues of vege­ 
tables and meat. Even these scant 
handouts were pilfered by ser­ 
vants. necessitating a watchful eye 
on every crumb. 
The drinking water w u danger­ 
ous and we were not permitted to 
boil it. There were no lights to be 
had, walking a narrow roof space 
was the only exercise possible. 
After 17 days of this we were 
marched by armed escorts a mile 
and a half to a steamer bound for 
the Stanley Interment camp on the 
opposite side of Hong Kong Island. 
Food was a big problem through­ 
out our Internment, with the Japan­ 
ese-Issued ration — mainly rice — 
hitting a 900-calorie low in March. 
Malnutrition caused widespread 
beriberi, debility, loss of weight. A 
dysentery epidemic raged la the 
spring. 
Owing to a wood shortage. 12 
Britons who died of disease during 
the six months that we were there 
were buried from the same slidlng-

DAVIES TO GUIDE 
WAR RELIEF UNIT 


Given Broad Power To Run 


. Various U. S. Agencies

WASHINGTON, 
July 
28 
President Roosevelt Monday set 
up a war relief control board, 
headed by Joseph E. Davies, with 
broad powers to regulate agencies 
collecting welfare funds for use in 
the United States or abroad. 
Davies was formerly ambassador 
to Russia and Belgium. 
The board will have charge of 
registering or licensing war relief 
agencies, coordinating the times 
and amounts of funds- raising cam 
palgns and establishing standards 
of solicitation. 
It can require financial reports 
and merge or eliminate agencies 
In the interest of efficiency or 
economy. 
Headed Former Committee 
The former committee of war 
relief, also headed by Davies, was 
reconstructed to form the new 
war relief control board. 
The 
new 
presidential 
order 
means that Davies’ 
organisation 
will have jurisdiction over the col­ 
lection of funds for the United 
Service Organizations and other 
dqmestic relief agencies, whereas 
heretofore its authority extended 
only to organisations 
like 
the 
British and China war relief agen­ 
cies. 
However, the board will not ex­ 
ercise such powers over the Red 
Cross, local charitable activities of 
a normal character, or established 
religious bodies. 
Points To Confusion 
Davies, iq, a report to the Presi­ 
dent, said While the old committee 
had succeeded 
in reducing the 
number of foreign relief agencies 
from 700 to 300, war relief solici­ 
tations in the domestic field hfd 
grown by leaps and bounds since 
the United States entered the war. 
"As there is at present no cen­ 
tral registration or other regula­ 
tory authority," Davies reported, 
“these (domestic relief) organiza­ 
tions are subject to no coordinated 
supervision or control and even 
their number can only be estimat­ 
ed. 
"While actuated by the highest 
humanitarian motives these agen­ 
cies tend to duplicate each others 
efforts, causing public uncertain­ 
ty and confusion.
